Columbia Hotel Is 
Destroyed By Fire 


KINO BEERS, executive di­ 
rector of the Monroe County 
Redevelopment Authority, yes­ 
terday 
issued a statement 
in 
which he urged East Strouds­ 
burg borough officials not to re­ 
peat a previous mistake 
by 
shelving the Lincoln Ave. urban 
renewal plan. 
The text of Beers’ statement: 
‘We have ail been hit hard by 
the costs involved in installing 
our new sewer system. Younger 
people and newer residents of 
our community may not know 
that the larger part of this sys­ 
tem could have been installed 
during the 30’s at very little ex 
pense to us, if any, by the use 
of Federal Government funds 
during WPA days. This oppor 
tunity was turned down by the 
Borough 
authorities 
of 
that 
time. We are paying dearly now 
for that lack of foresight. Let 
us not repeat that experience. 
“Urban renewal or redevelop 
ment is a method by which the 
Federal Government assists lo­ 
cal communities to clear out 
blighted areas to make them at 
tractive and readily re-saleable 
for factories, commercial estab 
lishments, etc 
who will pay 
much more taxes to the Bor­ 


ough In addition to all the other 
benefits such as employing more 
people, needing more homes for 
executives and increasing rev­ 
enue from retail sales. 
“The 
Borough 
of 
East 
Stroudsburg could never assume 
the cost involved in buying and 
tearing down the houses now in 
an area like the Lincoln Ave. 
tract. 
That means that we 
would have to put up with the 
loss of taxes which will occur 
over the years as the value of 
this property goes down, as it 
inevitably will. (Right now the 
school 
taxes 
paid by these 
properties are not enough to 
pay for the school costs of the 
children in the area.) 
“The 
Federal 
Government, 
through 
the 
Urban Renewal 
Program, offers 
to 
assume 
three-fourths of this loss direct­ 
ly with 
the 
remaining one- 
fourth to be met by the State 
and 
Borough. In addition, it 
will give credit for money spent 
for public improvements to the 
area started 
not 
more than 
three years before the final ap­ 
proval of the project. 
“This means that we of the 
Borough of East Stroudsburg 
are in the fortunate position at 


this 
minute, of having 
more 
than 450,000 in credit dollars 
available from the Flood Pro­ 
tection Project just completed, 
thus making this whole project 
possible with an outlay on our 
part only for our share of boun- 
dry street improvements. But 
we have got to move rapidly 
and 
grab 
this 
opportunity 
promptly or we will lose these 
credits since all red tape, etc., 
must be completed before the 
seventh of next July, when the 
three years expires. 
New Post Office 
“A lot of rumors 
have been 
flying around about the possi­ 
bility of our getting a new and 
much larger post office. 
‘This involves another urban 
renewal project to clear out 
what 
is 
now a blighted area, 
namely between Crystal and S. 
Courtland Streets, and the alley 
back 
of 
the 
Washington St. 
stores, and the old cemetery 
line near Brown St. 
“The Post Office building is 
to be privately owned and leas­ 
ed. In other words, its own­ 
ers will pay taxes the same as 
anybody else. 
“If the Post Office building, 
as finally built, (and they arc 


in a hurry to go Into It) is only 
half the size now quoted this 
one building and land (less than 
one-quarter the total area ot 
the project) will bring in more 
than twice as much real estate 
tax to the Borough and Schools 
than is now paid by all the prop­ 
erties now in the project arca. 
1 “There will be over three 
acres left for other tax-paying 
business. A supermarket is de­ 
finitely interested in this loca 
tion. One such supermarket with 
a large parking lot should bring 
in over double the real estate 
taxes 
now being paid by the 
whole area. So you can see that 
the borough and school district 
stand to gain new sources of 
revenue instead of having to 
raise our taxes to cover the 
increasing costs which 
time 
will bring. 
“The only way to keep our 
taxes from rising, as they in 
evitably must with the cost of 
everything going up steadily, is 
to get into the borough more 
properties which will share the 
burden and thus materially slow 
down or stop the inevitable rise 
which will come if we do not 
have more tax base to share 
the costs. 


"What will the borough’s one- 
eighth share of this S. Court­ 
land St. urban renewal project 
be? It is now conservatively es­ 
timated at between $20,000 and 
$40,000. This does not necessar­ 
ily involve that much cash out­ 
lay by the borough 
since 
we 
should get credit for cost of im­ 
provement work on boundary 
streets 
which will be spread 
over a period. 
"And, remember 
that 
the 
same things need to be done for 
both projects, thus one will not 
hold up the other. In fact, all 
things being equal, the S. Court­ 
land St. project could well be 
completed before the Lincoln 
Ave. project, since it is so much 
smaller in size and has buyers 
ready for all the land. 
“To get either or both of 
these projects approved, the bor­ 
ough must adopt the zoning and 
technical codes by March to be 
in time for final Federal ap­ 
proval before next July 7, 1963, 
when the flood control credits 
will lapse unless obligated by 
that time. 
“Cities and towns all over the 
United States are eagerly com­ 
peting for shares of this Federal 
assistance even though they us 


ually have to pay much higher 
local shares than ours. For our 
relatively small borough to bo 
in a position to handle two such 
projects totaling over $2,000,000 
is an opportunity 
which 
un­ 
doubtedly will not be repeated 
in any of our lifetimes. 
“We are hearing a lot about 
the great 
increase 
in indus­ 
trial, tourist and resort busi­ 
ness which will come to th!* 
arca with the Inception and 
completion of the Tocks Island 
project and the completion of 
the Keystone Shortway which la 
part of the great New York lo 
San Francisco Highway 80. 
“It should be a matter of great 
civic pride to all the citizens of 
our borough thnt our citlzena 
organizations and borough au­ 
thorities have studied the prob­ 
lems which will be involved and 
have moved to meet them. With 
the Zoning Ordinance already 
adopted, the imminent adoption 
of the technical codes, and tho 
active progress being made on 
these two urban renewal pro­ 
jects, we will be far ahead of 
and much better prepared to 
other community or section of 
profit by this influx than any 
this part of the state.” 


COLUMBIA, N. J.—The Colum­ 
bia Hotel, a landmark for many 
years in Warren County, burned 
to the ground early yesterday 
morning when firemen were ham­ 
pered by the lack of water. 
Firemen from six companies 
fought to save the old two-story 
structure, sections of which dated 
back more than a century. 
The cause, as of late last night, 
was undetermined and the loss 
estimated at more than ISO,OOO, 
Martin A. PVtrucetM, owner of 
the hotel and only occupant, was 
awakened by the barking of his 
dog at 2 am. 
Injured In Escape 
He escaped from the burning 
building by smashing a window 
on the second flood and leaping to 


a porch and then jumping to the 
ground. 
In his leap to the ground he 
injured his heel and was later 
taken to tho General Hospital of 
Monroe County where he w a s 
treated for the heel injury, smoke 
inhalation, shock and then dis­ 
charged. 
The dog was helped off the roof 
by neighbors who had summoned 
firemen. 
Knowlton 
Township 
firemen 
were the first to arrive at the 
scene and reported that flames 
were raging in the tavern section 
of the hotel. 
Portland Fire Chief William 
Beray! said the fire was almost 
under control when firemen ran 
out of water. He said, “IT we only

Fliers’ Deaths Confirmed: 
Cuba Denies Its 
Fighters Fired 


WASHLVGTON (AP) — Mike 
Mansfield, 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader, confirmed Monday night 
that four Americans lost their 
Lves in the disastrous Bay of Pigs 
invasion of Cuba in April 1961. 
Sen. Enc ret t M. Dirksen, • the 
Republican leader, had said ear­ 
lier that four Americans were lost 
in the ill-fated invasion attempt. 
He said they flew unmarked 
planes in support of the invasion 
force. 
Cuban freedom fighters made 
the abortive invasion effort. 
Mansfield said in a statement: 
‘It is known that a few experi­ 
enced American airmen were em­ 
ployed to train Cuban pilots, navi­ 
gators and radio operators. Be­ 
cause of exhaustion of Cuban pi­ 
lots, several ot these Americans 
volunteered to fly combat mis­ 
sions. Apparently a decision was 
mad? by those directing opera­ 
tions to accept this offer. Several 
planes were attacked and four of 
these Americans lost their lives.” 
Asked if the four Americans 
were those mentioned by Dirksen, 
Mansfield said they were. 
Dirksen said he will make pub­ 
lic this week the results of his 
one-man investigation (rf the inva­ 
sion. It will contain the names of 
the four fliers, he said. 
The Defense Department has 
declined to comment. 
Formal Denial 
Meanwhile, Cuba denied formal­ 
ly Monday that its jet fighters fire 
on a U.S. shrimp boat. And Sen. 


Kenneth 
B. 
Keating, 
R-N.Y., 
charged that there is no coherent 
and consistent policy on Cuba 
worthy of bipartisan support. 
The Cuban denial, delivered by 
the Czech ambassador, Miloslav 
Ruzek, said the Cuban warplanes 
were searching for two small 
boats stolen from a fishing coop­ 
erative when they spotted the 
shrimp boat Feb. 20. The United 
States immediately rejected the 
Cuban explanation. 
The jets approached the shrimp 
boat and then flew away, without 
firing, the note said. 
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But U.S. Marine fighter pilots 
reported they saw the incident 
and saw the jets fire rockets 
which came within 40 yards of the 
shrimp boat, the Ala. The MIGS 
fled when file U.S. planes ap­ 
proached. A subsequent U.S. note 
of protest called the incident an 
“unprovoked and willful attack.’* 
The United States has said the 
shrimp boat was in international 
waters. 
State Department Press Officer 
Lincoln White described die Cu­ 
ban note as “purely propaganda,” 
and said the United States would 
not make a formal reply. 
In a statement, White said the 
Cuban 
note 
contained 
several 
“new trumped-up charges that 
the U.S. government was involved 
in alleged attacks on Cuban fish­ 
ing vessels.” 
White (Md not give details of the 
now charges, 'but he indicated 
they were similar to ones made 
recently by Havana press and 
radio. 
Keating resumed the political 
dialogue on Qtoa in a Senate 
speech. 
Heating Supports Action 
“I strongly believe in s biparti­ 
san foreign policy,” he said, “and 
when the President takes action, 
either successfully as in October 
or unsuccessfully as at the Bay of 
Pi**, he can expect bipartisan 
support without recriminations of 
any kind." 
Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, 
Democratic 
leader, 
an­ 
swered Keating by saying it is not 
possible to lay down a “pat poli­ 
cy” on Cuba. 
In other Qiban-controversy de­ 
velopments Monday: 
Rep, K. W. Stinson, R-Wash., 
after a weekend visit to the U.S. 
naval base at Guantanamo, quot­ 
ed Cuban sources as saying 70 
per cent of the Cubans would 
fight against Premier Fidel Guiro 
if the Russian soldiers and tech­ 
nicians wer* removed. 
Stinson also reported a short­ 
age of food, fuel, medical supplies 
and physicians rn Cuba.

Firemen were only 500 yards 
from the Delaware River but were 
forced to go about 75 feet out on 
the ice on the river before they 
were able to chop a hole for a 
source of water.

During this period the fire had 
spread rapidly through the entire 
building. Firemen had used, as a 
temporary source of water, astern 
just north of the hotel.

At one time the hotel had a wide 
reputation for its excellent dining 
room.

It had gained 
popularity, in later years, for 
sportsmen making trips to Warren 
County for hunting and fishing 
trips.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy said Monday he 
will support “whatever is neces­ 
sary” to get a three-year tax out 
of at least $10 billion. 
Kennedy e v e n indicated he 
would accept a $13.6-bilbou rate 
cut and the complete scrapping 
of Ma proposals lo partly oftest 
lower rater through changes tai 
the tax laws. 
The President went much fur­ 
ther than before tai revealing how 
far he might go to win passage 
of a 1963 tax cut. Appearing at a 
symposium on economic growth, 
sponsored by the American Bank­ 
ers AsMdatkm, Kennedy said: 
Mast Be TMs Year 
“I would say the important 
thing Is to get the bill this year. 
Whatever tai necessary to get that 
bill, I would support.” 
Kennedy's remarks came during 
an unadieduled quest ion-and-an- 
swer session after he delivered a 
major address on tax policy. 
The address itself was a sharp­ 
ly worded reply to those who 
have attacked his top priority tax 
package because it conies at a 
time of rising federal deficit and 
a growing national debt.

statements came, however, in the 
question session that followed.

Bayliss contended before a n d 
after his trial that he shot Price 
accidentally after ordering him to 
leave the house after he f o u n d 
Price in the act of having sexual 
intercourse with his s e c r e tary, 
who became has wife on May 21,

was unconscious at the time Price 
assaulted her. The jury placed the 
costs al the trial on Bayliss.

Disaster Area 
Every time we think the mess in the 
J tv of Washington, D. C., has been 
fully exposed, along comes another item. 
The Fedora! City is taking on the ap­ 
pearance of a disaster area, not through 
natural calamity but through misman­ 
agement so massive that only the Feder­ 
al Government’s vast resources could 
have accomplished it. 
Now a General Accounting Office 
spot survey of the relief program for 
the totally disabled has shown that 
more than half those enjoying the tax­ 
payers’ charity were ineligible. 
One 
recipient, as a matter of fact, had been 
dead for a while. You can’t be more to­ 
tally disabled than that, granted, but 
he hadn't even been eligible while he 
was alive. 
Some had jobs, some were drawing 
Social Security, some were being sup­ 
ported by their families, and so on. 
Your money was being paid to them, 
and the public servants in charge of 
your money didn’t find out in years of 
working on the cases the vital infor­ 
mation that the GAO was able to turn 
up in a few days. 
Before this investigation, another de­ 
termined that 75 percent cm the gen­ 
eral relief rolls were drawing the money

illegally, some because they happened 
to be in jail, and that 58 percent of the 
relief payments for dependent children 
were illegal

The Capital city is the exclusive re­ 
sponsibility of the Federal Government 
and the residents who pay far above 
average taxes, have no say in local af­ 
fairs. Things have gotten so bad, that 
Washingtonians now say the only way 
to straighten them out is to let the peo­ 
ple run their own affairs, not the Fed­ 
eral Government. 
The Government, then, will be freer 
to extend its expert knowledge of how 
to run cities, run schools and fight crime 
in our communities everywhere else in 
the nation, as it proposes to do. It’s a 
cheerless prospect, somehow. 


Space Study In Pennsylvania 


Pennsylvania is among the states 
with colleges and universities which 
are cooperating with the government 
in advanced space study. 
The latest cooperative program is at 
Pennsylvania State University which 
has selected fields of study for IO new 
graduate traineeships in space science 
to be sponsored by the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration. 
This it part of a nationwide effort to 
boost the number of scientists and en­ 
gineers trained in space technology. It 
will support the fellows for three years 
of study and research, providing they 
do satisfactory work. 
With 
depart­ 
mental allowances, NASA support for 
the three years will total about $180,- 
000. 
Among the fellowships are two in ra­ 
dio-astronomy, two in aeronomy or the 
science of the upper atmosphere, and 
one each in solid state technology, mete­ 
oric studies, rocket power sources, en-

gineering mechanics, spectroscopy and 
astrophysics and in the physics of met­ 
al surfaces. 
The cooperating institutions were se­ 
lected by the national agency not only 
because they have doctoral programs in 
space-related science and engineering 
but also because of their willingness to 
undertake a strengthening of their pro­ 
grams in these important areas. 
The students to be selected for this 
special program will enter the univer­ 
sity in September. There will be month­ 
ly stipends for each graduate chosen, 
with allowances also being available for 
those having dependents.
